T he flower season is under way, 
calling for everyone to break away 
from the accustomed moorings long 
enough to sec something of a desert 
floral display that is an unexpected 
revelation to the uninitiated and a 
source of pleasure to those who have 
witnessed it before. 
Present indica' 
tions point to the height of the. sea­ 
son during Easter week. 


Routine is a terrible slave 
driver with no respect for the 
rich or the poor, the sick or the 
well, and it is this fellow that 
keeps so m any persons trotting 
along in the same old rut, with­ 
out time or inclination to 
hit 
back at routine and take time 
from the regular 
circular-trot­ 
ting program to see that there 
is a desert outside Palm Springs. 


T o be specific. 
The road to Indio 
leads through lanes of verbena and 
desert sunflowers; north of Indio the 
sand dunes are blanketed with ver­ 
bena and am ong the verbena 
are 
outstanding members of the evening 
prim rose family to lend, a touch of 
color contrast. 
Near* W hitew ater 
the bladderpod bushes are covered 
w ith yellow blossoms; 
along 
the 
roadside arc the desert dandelion and 
that beautiful white Rafinesque. Just 
beyond W hitew ater, on the 
main 
highw ay, is a side hill covered with 
blue phacelia, a species closely re­ 
lated to and resembling the Canter­ 
bury Bell, growing in the canyons 
south of Palm Springs. 
T he aque­ 
duct road beyond Garnet is lined 
w ith one of the smaller white flow­ 
ered evening primroses;* near Push- 
walla 
Camp 
the 
little 
rosy-pink 
N am a is growing in profusion that 
has not been seen in the memory of 
present residents. 
Near Saltón Sea 
the Desert Lily plants are appearing 
and 
should 
soon 
be 
blossoming. 
N o rth of Edom is a combination dis­ 
play of verbena and desert sunflow­ 
er. 
Do not forget the almond blos­ 
soms at Banning. 


A nd all this is just the high 
light that may be seen from a 
not too rapidly moving autom o­ 
bile. 
If you enjoy flowers, pull 
on heavy shoes for short hikes 
away from the parked car. 
But 
rem em ber that the desert flow­ 
ers are protected by law and 
this may be the year that it will 
be necessary to patrol the roads. 
Most wildflowers wilt rapidly, 
m aking it useless to try to trans­ 
port them any distance; so al­ 
low them to remain unpicked to 
produce a seed crop for future 
seasons. 
T his year we are 
finding 
many 
species that have not appeared 
for 
years. 
Favorable germination 
and 
fore we can have a plant we must 
conditions have caused this, but be-

Indian Reservation 


The ancient Annual Ceremony *$*■ 
have eaten of the m ush say It m akes 
a m ost delicious dish. 
Y esterday the Indians slaughtered 
-a fat yonng stew for tin* feasts that 
will 
be held 
today and tom orrow. 
Indians from surrounding reservations 
are here as guests of the local tribe 
to particip ate In the festivities. 
The principal gam e during the event 
is the ancient peon gajpe, In which 
they use black and w hite sticks. 
The 
participants are divided into team s, 
who hide th eir sticks, and each side 
m ust guess the hiding places, w hich 
they do by studying the antics and 
the expressions on the faces of the 
opponents. 
Many of the Indians a re 
extrem ely skilled irtr the game 
Tl\e 
side which secures all the sticks w in s,. 
but to accom plish this the game often! 
continues for many hours. 
A lthough the local Indians seldom 
play Koon Kan. another old Indiau 
game, there is a possibility they may 
play it this year. 


for the dead has been in progress 
all week at the 
Palm Springs 
Indian reservation, but only mem­ 
bers of the tribe are permitted 
to be present this year. 


"T hese cerem onials a re sacred to 
ho Indians" said H. H. Quagkeftbush 
yesterday, "so J f th e^ wish to ex-i 
elude the w hites.*that is their affair. 
They claim th at in years gone by 
w hite people have w itnessed the rites 
and some of them m ake a joke of it. 
laughing at 
the songs and dances 
they <ii<l not understand. 
W hen a 
Los 
Angeles 
new spaper 
intim ated 
th at the Indians may have wrought 
I vengeance upon a w riter, by killing 
him, because lie allegedly had studied 
th eir ritual, it 
was the last straw 
for the Indians. 
They don’t scoff at 
the white m an’s religion, and they 
resent having the w hite man laugh­ 
ing at theirs.” 
The festivities began Monday eve­ 
ning, and continue day and night until 
sunrise Sunday m orning, ending with 
the procession to the Indian cem etery, 
w here wax effigies of those who have 
died will he burned on the graves. 
Three Indians have died during the 
year since the last cerem onial. 
They 
are John Segundo, aged tribesm an; 
his son, little John Segundo, who was 
run over by an autom obile near the 
Indian Store last Spring, and Helen 
Segundo, d aughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Clem Segundo. 
Effigies of the three have been 
m ade and these are kept in a con­ 
spicuous place throughout the cere­ 
m onial. 
The 
festivities 
consist 
of 
singing, dancing and feasting aim ed 
to drive aw ay evil spirits and thus 
assist the dead to the happy hunting 
grounds. 
E verything they do during 
the cerem onial is interpretive and 
sym bolical. 
They chant a haunting melody In 
th e Cahullla tongue, th eir scale of 
m usic having only four notes. 
The 
song seem s endless, for it begins w ith 
th e origin of the tribesm an who has 
gone to th e happy hunting grounds, 
and tells of his accom plishm ents and 
the glory and valor of his clan. 
T he wam pum of the deceased is 
auctioned to the highest bidder, only 
m em bers of th e clan to w-hich th e de­ 
ceased belonged being perm itted to 
buy. A fter the purchase, the wampum 
is destroyed. 
Most 
of the 
cerem onial 
is 
con­ 
ducted In the Kish Annuit (big house) 
w hich is the Indian's sacred m eeting 
place. 
D uring th e week of festivities 
they have th ree sum ptuous m eals a 
day, broiling venison and beef steaks 
over the open fire In the feast house.:

The electric eye consists of a light 
ray projected from one side of

Swimming Pool 
Proposed for 
Reservation 
A large swimming pool will probab­ 
ly be built this summer at the local 
Indian Reservation to augment the 
mud baths. 
H. H. Quackenbush, Federal agent 
in charge of the reservation has ap­ 
plied for approval of the improvement 
projects which he hopes to have pro­ 
vided when a considerable sum is 
apportioned next July lor various 
works of this nature. 
Some years age a place was dug 
for a swimming pool in front of the 
baths blit the pool was never com­ 
pleted. Now Mr. Quackenbush is try­ 
ing to get this work started and com­ 
pleted so that when the season re­ 
sumes next fall, there will be a large, 
nicely tiled swimming pool ready for 
use. it will be filled with the famous 
medicinal waters trom the springs 
which feed the mud baths. 
He said the flow of the water can 
lie so increased that it would not only 
take care ot the needs for the mud 
baths but also permit a change of 
water in the swimming pool every two 
hours. Further than this, the water 
supply can he made sufficiently large 
so that two more batlis can be can- 
structed. This also is included among 
the improvement plans. 
Another idea Mr. Quackenbush has 
is for a large, glass enclosed solarium 
to run the full length of the north 
side of the pool.
